Vienna, April 15. — Shooka of earthquake 
oaourrod throughout Southern AuBtria last 
night. At L»ib»ch thirty-ono shookB were 
fait. All the churches, publio buildings, 
buaineBB housoa and privato roBidonoos in 
town woro damaged. Several poreons were 
killed by falliDg wuIIb, etc A largo num. 
ber of porsona wore more or Iobb seriously 
injured. All tho olooks in this city Btoppod 
at 11.20 o'clock this morning; persons ar- 
riving at railroad stations roport doaths and 
damago to property in many towns. They 
say that along the railway linos thoy saw 
thousands of peoplo oamped in tho fiolda. 
The trains were rooked by tho shocks. 
Some aay that tho rolling motion was as no- 
ticeable as on a ehip at ooa. All tho reports 
Indicato that tho Bhocks followed linea from 
Florence to Potzen, Florence to Vienna and 
Serajano, in Bosnia, to Stein-Amh-Angar, 
in Hungary. 

At Veldon ten shocks wore f-*'t, and at 
Trieste four. Shocks woro also lelo at Ab- 
bazzia, Arco, Gorizia, Cillia and other 
placos, in all of which buildings wero dam- 
aged. Slight bhocks wero also felt in this 
city. In many distriotB tho peoplo are 
Oiinping out. During the earthquake at 
Treviso an audience in a theatro fled to the 
street. Many woro crushed in tho panic. 

Rome, April 15.— Shocks of earthquake 
were experienced in Venice and Verona yes- 
terday. Many buildings wero dimaged and 
several persons injured. At the first earth- 
quake shook tho pooplo flod to open spaces. 

Trieste, April 15.— Persons coming from 
Laibaoh givo descriptions of scenes of terror 
during tho earthquake there. Tho first 
shook was so severe that tho who'.o popula- 
tion was arouatd nnd hundreds ran naked 
into tho Btreot, By ihree o'clock the stroots 
were blockod with carriagoB in which the 
sick and children voro being convoyed to 
placos of Bafoty. A littlo later vanB loaded 
with furniture could bo Boon on every side. 
Men and women carrying clothing and 
boxes of valuables crowded the streets and 
often stopped the progress of tho vehicles, 
Terrified groups knelt on tho corners and be- 
fore tho churches praying for dollveranco 
and begging tho prioats to pray for thom. 

Tho barracks, tho museum, the dlBtillery 
and half a dozon other largo buildings wero 
laid in ruins. Scores of other buildings 
wero cracked and half shakon from their 
foundations. At Fiumo an Budienco in the 
Players' theatro hbd just riBon to leave the 
building when tho firat flhock came. All 
crowded madly to tho exita. Many persons 
were irjjared, but none tatally. All nicht 
boats filled with fugitives put out from the 
Fiumo wharves to the shipping. There is 
hardly a vobsoI In the harbor without several 
Fiumo familioB on board fearful to return to 
land. There wrb a panic iu Trieste, and an 
affrighted horse ran down tho crowded street 
injuring 20 porsons seriously and knooking 
down fifty or sixty. 

The harbor w»« agitated as if by a Btorm 
and several boats carrying perBonB to the 
shipping wero oopsizod. Six poraons woro 
drowned. Slight shocks wero felt here 
throughout the day. 

TOBONTO TOPICS. 

Fire Burs Again at Work-Prorogation of 
tho Loglslature-Sons of England. 

Touonto, April 15 —(Special) —Lonnox'a 
planing mill on Dufferin street was burned 
oarly yestorday morning, causing a loss of 
about $7 000, not a cont of which iB oovor ed 
by insurance. Tho firo was undoubtedly 
caused by firo-bugs, 

Ex-A'derman Gowanlook haB cauBod a 
writ to bo served on tho city in a Buit by 
which ho sookB to invalidate tho ogroomont 
between tho Corporation and the Streot 
Railway Company. 

Tho hgiolaturo having concluded its busi- 
ness will bo proroguod to-morrow. 

At a mooting of tho Supremo Exeoutivo of 
the Sons of England Benefit society, held 
horo, district deputioa wero appointed for 
tho different jurisdictions, among othors 
Vancouver, J. W. Biileo; Chilliwaok, S. 
Millard ; Alberta, J. King, Calgary. 

Mary Orr and Robort Dukes have boon 
arrested at Unionvillo on u chargo of bigamy. 
It is alloged that Mary Orr was married to 
Bismarck Whitcock on Docombor 28, 1891 ; 
that sho lived with him for a year and then 
wont to tho Northwest. It is also statod 
that Miry Orr eubscquontly married Robort 
Dukes on September 15, 1891 

Alexandor Milkio, confidential olork of 
tho commission firm of \V. D MatthowB & 
Co., has disappeared, and is boing huntod 
by tho police. Ho is §10,000 short. 



CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Terms of Peace— Excitement !n China— Threat- 
ened Outbreak— Field Marshal 
Yautagata's Identity. 

London, April 10. — Tho Times corres- 
pondent in Shanghai says : " Li Hung 
(Iharg's aon-ln-law tolographs that tho stipu- 
lated terma of poaco aro : 1. Tho indopond- 
onoo of Korea ; 2. Japan's rotontion of tho 
oonqunred places; Ji Japan's rotontion of 
torritory oast of tho Liao river ; 1. Tho cos 
sion of Formosa ; 5. An indomnity of 
S200.000.000 ; G Au offonBivo and do- 
fonsivo alliance betwoen China and Japan. 

Shanghai dispatches report grout excito- 
mont tho.ro and signs of an outbreak, us a 
result of a proolumation purporting to be 
Bigned by tho Empnror, stating that tho 
empire is ondod and that ho, tho Empornr, 
is unablo to furthor govern tho oountry. 
Tho proclamation ohargos officials with cor- 
ruption in ciiico. It is Baid socreli societies 
iaeucd the proclamation and tho Emporor 
hed nothing to do with it. 

Tho Standard'aBorlin correspondent men- 
tions a rumor which is orodltod lu some 
quarters that tho Japaneao Fiold Marshal 
Yamagata is tho rich Duke Johann of Aus- 
tria, who aovoral yoars ago gavo up his 
titles, took out a ship to tho South American 
coastjas Oapt. Johann and has not boon hoard 
from einoo. Tho Standard correspondent 
Booms to boliovo this romarkablo rumor for 
ho givoa many reasons why ho thinks 16 may 
bo true. 



GLADSTONE AND ARMENIA. 

Most of the Stories of Horrors Said to Have 
Been Invented. 

London, April 15 — Right. Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone received a delegation of Armeni 
ana at Hawarden to-day. He assured them 
of his profound sympathy. He waa visited 
on Saturday by three Armenian refugees, 
who are boing exhibitod in London bb a 
means of exoiting sympathy. The refugees 
were, it is said, persuaded to leave Bltlis by 
an Armenian named Hoyad janz, who arrived 
thero recently from Amorica. Tho Armeni- 
ans of Biclia are indignant at the aotion of 
Hoyadjinz, and say tho refugees were virtu- 
ally kidnapped, and that they wanted to re 
turn to their own villagon. 

The agitation has roooived a freBh im- 
petus by a lotter from Mr. Gladstone writ, 
ton to Mr. Atkin, in whioh Mr. GladBtono 
saya: " The enaro lying ahead is lhat we 
may bo tornptod to abandon all useful aotion 
by promise of reform. Mure words from the 
Turks are not worth tho breath UBod In 
speaking them." 

The Globe's correspondent in Conutantl 
noplo ro-aaaorta that most of tho stories of 
Armenian horrors have boon invented by in- 
terested poraons and aro part of tho propa- 
ganda of an orgunizod political campaign 
against tho Porto. 

The Speaker's Constantinople representa- 
tive, who olalms to speak on authority, ad- 
mits that the Armenians in Saesoun rebelled 
in 1893 and fought a successful battle with 
tho Kurds, of whom they killed more than 
200 This 1b mentioned as ehowing the 
ground for tho expedition of the Kurds 
against the Armenians in 1891 The same 
correspondent attempts to weaken tho effect 
of the ooming report of tho Armenian com- 
mission of inquiry by asserting that a mans 
of false testimony has been furnished, in- 
cluding that of three prieats, who wero paid 
large lams for their evidonce, and that 
other witnessoB have, boon hired in large 
numbers to s wear to a long list of atrooitieB 
committed by Armoniana upon Turks in 
Moosh and othor plaoes noar by. 



COAL OIL. 



Another Jump Expected— The Con- 
sumption Much Greater Than 
the Production. 

High Prices Likely to Prevail Dntil 
the Output Is 
Increased. 



Pittsburg, Pa., April 15.— Another jump 
in oil is expected. Assemblyman H. T. 
Marshall, the father of the bill repealing the 
law prohibiting tho consolidation of pipe 
linea, said last night the market will con- 
tinue advanoing for Bomo time yet. A. Mc- 
Mullen, a prominent brokor, thinks that the 
Standard is short on French contracts and is 
buying up the production to save itself. 

New York, April 15.— The groat riso In 
petroleum haB boon acoompanied by reports 
that it was engineered by the Standard Oil 
Co., in pursuance of a deal with tho Russian 
producers, and to crush out domostlo com- 
petition. S. C. E. Dodd, counsel for the 
Standard company, said this af ornoon: 

Thore is no doal with tho RuaBian pro- 
ducers and no effort to crush out competi- 
tion at home. All thore is of it is that tho 
consumption is greater than tho produotion. 
The demand is at least 10,000 barrels a day 
in excess of tho output. There used to bo 
almost always ou f 8tandlng pipe line certifi- 
cates for -lO.OOO.OCO to 50,000,000 barrels of 
oil, wheroaB now thero aro leas than 5,000,- 
000. Tho price at which certificates aro 
selling on tho oxchango praotically fixes the 
fiold prioea. Some monthB ago the Standard 
Oil Go. refused to pay tho certificato prico 
any longer, hut it has boon compolled to 
keep along close behind it. If it did not, 
tho producers would turn their oil into 
certificates and soil them on the exchanges 

" Tho high prloo of oil will stimulate de- 
velopment work. Thero never was such 
aotiv'i y in tho Pennsylvania field, but there 
is a difference of opinion as to whether or 
not tho fiold is cxhauBtod. Tho largest pro- 
duction is in WcBt Virginia whioh is apoken 
of aa boing in tho Pennsylvania fiold. The 
boat prospecta of an incroauo in production 
are in Weat Virginia. Pennsylvania has 
been pretty well bored over. There-is a 
good doal of Ohio oil but crudo yields only 
33 per cont. of illuminating fluid, whilo tho 
Pennsylvania crudo yields noarly 90 per 
cont. After it iu rofined the difference can- 
not bo told botween tho two. In Europe 
thore is au objection to Ohio oil and nono of 
it haB ever been sent over thero. 

" Russian oil is much liko tho Ohio oil. 
There is great waBto in rtfioing it, bus Bomo 
of tho waste is utilized for lubricants and 
fuel. Russian oil has almoBt absorbed tho 
markotB oast of tho Rnd Sna. It also com- 
potes with American oil in all tho European 
markets. Oil will continue, high until thore 
iB an inoroaso in tho production boyond what 
anybody at proBont looks for. Tho ourrent 
prices aro tho highest aiuco tho Bradford 
fiold was struck. It was tho striking of that 
fiold whioh originally roducod the prico of 
oil. Tho Standard Co. will mako ita return 
under tho incomo tax law, bub it will pro- 
bably contest tho law. It will hold that as 
oil is a diroot produotion of tho land it 
comes in tho same category aB ront." 

Tho Prlncoas of Wales has abandoned her 
contemplated journey to Donmark, and a 
family party, including tho Duko and 
DuchesB of York and tho Duko and DucheBB 
of Fifo, o8Bomblod at Sandringham for tho 
Easter holidayB. 

A version of tho treaty of poaoo botwoen 
China and Japan which oomos by way of 
Borlin assorts that Japan demands preferen- 
tial oxport dutioa over tho goods of other 
countries under a olauao fixing a tariff of 
two por cont. upon tho original coat of tho 
imports, tho eamo tariff applying to goods 
manufactured by the Japanoso in China. 

Parliament will not meet again until 
April 22, which may givo time for a ohongo 
in tho political atmosphere whioh is now 
hoavily ohargod with oloctricity.

Toronto, April 15.— (Special)— The Mail 
and Empire in an editorial on tho Haldi- 
mand election contest says : " What Mr. 
McCarthy really aBks tho pooplo of Ontario 
to Bay is that the government ought to do as 
to the Protestants of Queteo what he de- 
clares should have boon done to the Roman 
Catholics of Manitoba, viz : Cast oub their 
appeal and decline to make a representation 
to their local legislature that they are 
aggrieved, on the ground that different ao- 
tion would bo an interference with 
provincial rights. This proposition involves 
the utter destruction of the guarantees 
given to the British minority in Quebec. 
It ia a declaration plain and clear that they 
aro forever abandoned. That Dalcon Mc- 
Carthy, of all men, should direct a blow at 
the franchises of the Quobeo Protestants is 
ono of the most oxtraordlnary of recent 
politioal developments ; but it would be 
still more extraordinary if any oouuty in 
Ontario should endorse hiej unhappy pro- 
jeat." 

A Cayuga diBpatch to tho Mail and Em- 
pire says that Dalton McCarthy, aided by 
the Attorney General of Manitoba, is making 
a desperate struggle to obtain the soat for 
Haldimand, but that tho effort is a nseleas 
one, and no one knows ib hotter than the 
leader of the third party himself.

River ; T. W. Graham, ShuBwop ; Frank 
JonbB, Grand Prairie ; \V. Fortune, Tran- 
quille. The election of one from Salmon 
Arm waa left over for the other direotora to 
choose. A committee waa appointed con- 
sisting of Messrs. Noble, Bulman and New- 
man, to correspond with parties in Vancou- 
ver and Victoria as to starting a cattle 
market there, to learn terma, and what 
aeourity thoy would give.

" FORTY YEARS' SERVICE." 

To the Editor :— Tho following lottor 
from my old friend Bishop Cridge I recoived 
yoatorday. It refers to my statoment, pub- 
lished in tho Colonist April 2, undor the 
caption " Forty Years' Sorvice," viz : 
" BiBhop Hills arrived in I860 Soon Mr. 
Cridgo waa porBuadod to givo up his inde- 
pendenco and the proporty of tho churoh" 
(i.e. ohuroh reserves), "join tho Bishop 
on condition that ho roooivod £400 per 
annum." 

By " indepondonco " I did not moan in a 
peouniary sonao, but roligious freedom— 
froodom from Buporiora aavo God, GoBpol 
and congregation. 

Makikikld, April 9, 1S95. 

Dear Hklmckkn, — I did not at firat por- 
uaal grasp tho full import of that statoment 
In your interesting and otherwise accurate 
sketch of early timea relative to tho £400 a 
yoar reported aa given to mo by the BiBhop 
aB tho prico of tho saorifico of my inde- 
pendence. 

Tho fact is I received tho Bishop's llconao 
in 1SG0, becauBO I waa led to think that I 
muat ; und alao that tho Bishop had the 
right to make tho ohuroh hia cathedral. In 
point of fact hia lettera patent wero to thia 
effect. 

Thore waa no peouniary ' consideration 
whatsoovor offered or received in connection 
with this transaotion. E. Ckidqe. 

Mr. Cridgo, though not very explicitly, 
moans to Bay " that he made no agreomont 
whatevor with Bishop Hills about atlpond, 
IntereBt In tho ohurch reserve or incomo to 
bedorlved thorefrom. Further, that neither 
before nor after tho land had been convoyed 
(18C1) did he recolvo any of the incomo 
thorefrom, but depended ontiroly for hia 
support on voluntary gifts, pew rents and bo 
forth, of his congregation. 

Tho error then is mine. If Mr. Cridge 
had not joined Btahop Hilla, St. John's iron 
churoh would have boon tho oathedral, and 
the material emblematical of future ruling, 

Save that it is dangerous to the religious 
and othor freedom of tho public, that re- 
ligious corporations should have and con- 
trol largo tracts of land giving them an in- 
dependent income, and thuB undue influence, 
ib matters but little now whether this 
ohurch rcsnrve, like tho others, had boon 
made to givo an inoumbent officor an incomo 
during tho time he hold office, as in tho 
oaso of Governor Blanchard, or whether the 
land remained and returned to tho govern- 
ment or colony on tho expiration of tho of- 
fice. Suffice it to say that at tho Bottlemont 
of final aocounta botwoen tho government 
and tho H. B. Co. by arbitration, the pro- 
porty ofliolallv doacribodttB church reaorvo, 
paraonago and oemotery, 25 acroa, fell into 
the temporary posaeaaion of H. M. govern- 
ment. Provioua to the eottlement a peti- 
tion (it ia reported) had been sont 
by tho clergy interested to H. 
M. government praying that the 
ohurch reaorvo should bo withdrawn from 
tho lands in dispute No opposition arose. 
Governor Blanchard's reaorvo had fallen 
into oblivion long beforo. Governor Doug- 
las received a salary. 

About 1863 Biahop Hilla drew up a draft 
of an agreement, according to which tho 
reaorvo should bo used : First, to provide 
for tho incumbent of tho lat diatricb (now 
Christ) church. Second, if thero wero any 
Burplus it was to bo used for eBtabliahiDC a 
Bchool in connection with tho church ; and 
then, third, if any romainod, thon for the 
church generally. 

Thia propoaod agreement waa dobatod by 
Mr. Cridge and hia luminoua churchwarden 
on ono aide, and tho Biahop and Mr. (now 
Justice) Crease on the other, on many occa- 
lions, but no aettlemeno was arrived at, tho 
churchwarden bolioving that Mr. Crldgo'a 
position and intereBtB had nob been Buffi- 
ciontly guardod ; and, furthor, that tho 
Biahop had conatitutionally (church law) 
no right to administer the proporty of Christ 
church. 

Anyhow, after a while the Bishop went 
to England, and whilst thero ho induced the 
propor authorities to agree to this proposal, 
and thoy in tho end legally convoyed the ro- 
servo without Mr. Cridgo'a consent boing 
askod for or obtained at all. Unwittingly 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury becamo ono 
of tho truatoee, tho Govornor of tho oolony 
(Kennedy) and tho Bishop (for tho timo 
being) tho othor two. Tho Bishop returned 
with tho legal convoyanco in his pocket 
(18bT)) asking, What do you think of ib ? 
Thero is no need to purauo thia Bubjoct any 
furthor. J. 8. Helmokkn.

As a great deal has been said about the 
viewa held by that deepest and moat original 
of British thinkcra Herbert Spencer on the 
ownership of land and compensation to pro- 
prietors in the ovent of its being appropriat- 
ed by tho community, wo gladly give inser- 
tion to his latest utterance on the subjeot as 
contained In tho profaco of his now work 
soon to be published. 

" A profound misconception roBpeoting the 
difference between my original viow con- 
cerning land ownership and my present view 
has boon widely diffused, and it seems de- 
sirable that this mlsconooptlon should be 
dissipated by a simple statement of what 
the original view was and what tho present 
view ia. 

1. " I originally contonded that the land 
could not become Individual property, bir 
was tho property of tho oommunity, and 
that this iB, in f»ot, the current legal doc- 
trine, since the stato aaeumoa the power 
to appropriate any land it pleases on mak- 
ing oomponBation, a like power subject to 
a like condition being, I believe, asBerted 
in the Amorioan Constitution, as interpreted 
by the Supreme Court. This dootrino I con- 
tinue to hold, and, in juatioo I have not 
only adhered to it, but have emphasized it 
and strengthonod it by numerous faots, 
showing what is tho tenure of land in early 
communities, and :hatsuch tenure is of tho 
kind alleged — owi ership by tho oommunity. 
In these puesigts it is shown that among 
the uncivil zsd 1 p ivato ownership of land 
is unknown '; ih:it originally amoDg tho 
civilized the rectum of mon to tho soil ' was 
one of joint ownership and not one of 
dividual ownorshui 1 ; that tho ciuso of the 
ohango from tills original Btftto 'must have 
been tho exorciBe i>f direct or indirect force 
— sometimes interml, but chiefly external '; 
that in England ' no nbaolute ownership of 
land is recognizod by on- law books except 
in the Crown 1 ; and thar the changos which 
have ' replaced tho supn :ne power of tho 
monaroh by tho supremo power of the poopio 
have, by implication, replaced the monarch's 
supreme ownership oi the land.' Here, 
then, thoro is riot the least surrendering of 
the original dootrine, but rather an enforce- 
ment of it. 

~ 2. " Along with this assertion of the 
claim of the community to the land itself, 
in Social Statics I made the further asser- 
tion that the private owner has a claim to 
all that value given to the land by olearing, 
draining, cultivation and all the appliances 
standing upon it for carrying on food pro- 
duction. Here are two passages from the 
chapter on * The Kight to tho Use of tho 
Earth,' clearly showing this : 

(i) "' Well, but surely you would not 
ejeco me without makiDg some recompense 
for tho great additional value I have given 
to this tract, by reducing what was a wilder 
ness into fertilo fields. You would not turn 
me adritt and deprivo mu of all tho benefit 
of those years of toil it has cost mo to bring 
thiB spot inlo its presont Btato ' 

*' ' Of course not ; juBt as in tho case of a, 
houso, you would have on equitablo titlo to 
compensation from tho prupiietor for re- 
pairs and new fittings, so tho community 
cannot justly take possession of this estate 
without paying for all that) you have done to 
it. This extra worth which your labor haB 
impartod to it is fairly yours ; and although 
you have, without leave, busied yourself in 
bettering what belongs to tho oommunity, 
yet no donbt the community will duly dis- 
charge your claim. But admitting this is 
quite a different thing from recognizing your 
right to the land itself. It may bo true that 
you are entitled to compensation for tho im- 
provements this inclosuro has received at 
your haDds, and at the same timo it may be 
equally true that no act, form, proceeding or 
ceremony can make this inclosuro your 
private property, 

(b) " ' But, unfortunately, most of our 
present land owners are men who have, 
either mediately or immediately — either by 
their own nctB or by the acts of their an- 
cestors — given for their estates equivalents 
of honestly earned wealth, believing that 
they wero investing their savings in a legiti- 
mate manner. To justly cstitnato and 
liquidate tho claims of such is one of the 
moat intricate problems society will one day 
have to solve. But with this perplexity and 
our extrication from ic abstract morality 
has no concern. Mon having got them- 
selves into the dilemma by disobedience to 
the law, muat got out of it as woll as they 
can, and with as littlo injury to the landed 
class as may be.' 

" The view thus sot forth in ' Social 
Statics ' is the view still held by me. Here 
again there is no ohango. 

3. " What, then, is the change ? Of 
course when, in Social Statics, resumption 
of the land by tho community wub shown to 
bo equitablo and advocated aa desirable, it 
waB on the assumption that tho transaction, 
after making compensation, would leave a 
balance of benefit to the community. It is 
clear that If 1 had thought that tho ohange, 
though equitable, would ontail a loss on tho 
community, I should not havo hold that tho 
community oujjht to bring this Iosb upon 
itBolf, but should havo held that though us a 
matter of abstract equity, it might properly 
rotake possession oi i ho land, it would bo 
impolitio to do this if the burdon of com- 
pensation would outweigh tho bonofit of 
poBSOBBion. But of lato yours, on thinking 
over the matter, it has hecomo cloar to me 
that tho burden of compensation would out- 
weigh the benefit of poBsostion, if tho com- 
pensation wero anything like iquitable in 
amount. Honco 1 have como to tno conclu- 
sion that tho ohango of tenuro from private 
to public would bo impolitic. Keepecting 
my original viow in Social Statim, I" have 
said : ' Moreovor, I did not clearly seo what 
would bo implied by tho giving of compens- 
ation for all rhat value which tho labor of 
agoa has given to tho land.' 

*' It is true that in further qualification of 
my originul view I havo pointod out (more 
especially referring to England) tho un- 
truth of tho prevailing assumption that tho 
exiating landowners are either those who 
mado the misappropriation or tho descend- 
ants of thoBo who mado it, and further 
pointod out that among tho poopio who aro 
supposod to bo robbed exist, in largo mea- 
sure, those who are tho descendants of tho 
robborB ; and that thus tho anger everywhere 
fostered is misdirected. And I havo also 
pointod out (again in reapoct of England) 
that if anything liko tho proposod restora- 
tion wore to bo cirriod out, it would require 
that England should be handod over to the 
Colts of VValeB und Scotland, aa tho only 
pooylo who havo any claim (though a dis- 
putable oluim) to bo regardod as original 
propriotora. It ia also true that I havo 
pointod out to how large an extent in Eog 
land, ainco tho reign of Elizjboth, tho land- 
less olusa has shared in tho produco of tho 
land under the l'oor Law, and that, thoro- 
foro, if wo go back upon tho puBt, this fact 
must bo takon into account. But all fchcBo 
further conBidorations aro put in tho form of 
difficulties in tho way of a ohango, and aro 
not at all hold to invalidate tho two original 
propositions— (1) that the land itBelf bolongfl 
to tho oommunity, and ('2) that it cannot be 
resumod by tho community without compen- 
sation for tho artificial value givon to it. 
Those woro my original vIcwb ; thoao aro my 
views still, 

"Fifth— It should bo added, in further 
explanation, that tho viowa originally hold 
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''WORTH A GUINEA A BOX."

by me, as woll aa tho modified viowa I now 
hold, are not, as is commonly supposed, at 
varianco with tho viowa hold by tho landed 
nlasaos in England, but, contrariwise, are 
views which they have thomsoives publicly 
enuuoiatcd through certain representative 
msmbera of their claea. The council of the 
Liberty and Property D=fenco League, on 
which sit Koveral peers and two judgeR, said, 
in their report for 18SI), that ' the lu^d can 
of course be " resumed " on payment of full 
oomponBation, and man^god by tho pcoplo if 
they so will it.' Supremo ownorshlp by 
tho state ia fully reoogn'z^d, and tho only 
reason urged for ni-dntuinlnp the existing 
system of lundholding ia tho badneaB of tho 
alternative eyntem— administration by pub- 
lic olfiotulB. Thoy do not, however, name 
the primary obstacle tn tho proposed change 
— tho enormous coBt of equitable compensa- 
tion, UringiDg to tho community not gain 
but losa. 

" These aro net matters of opinion, but are 
matters of fact which anybody can ascer- 
tain by referring to early editions of Social 
Statica and to .Juatioo. They aro there in 
print, not to be gainsaid or argued away.

IN REPLY TO MR. WILSON. 

To the Editor : — Mr. Wilson took 
notice of some remurks of mine boforo tho 
Liberul-ConBorvative Association and en- 
deavored to cito statistics to show that I 
was in error in having said Cinada had noD 
suffered in tho same degree aa other coun- 
tries. At first I felt that I would say 
nothing, as I am averse to controversy 
through tho newspapers, but on second 
thought I decided to writo a reply to tho 
same paper that his letters appoured in, tho 
Times, but so far my reply has not appeared 
Tho reaBon for its nonappearance I cinnot 
svy — thero may bo a perfectly good one — 
norhupa ray manuscript wua not readable, as 
I dashod iff tho letter. However, aa to 
thin I lpavo the Times to make answer. 

I submit this view, in answer to Mr. Wil- 
son's figures, that the depression stru k 
Canad-i laBt, and it is unfair to array tigur. h 
of this date, us ho does, in contrast with 
those of the United States. I also dispute 
hia method of arrangement of tho figures. 
Further, tho United States has now got 
down to the Btuble basis of protection, tho 
Democratic policy having received a death 
blow. The result is that all the reports now 
from the best sources of Information point to 
a return of prosperity. Bradstroet'a, New 
York, April 5, 1895, aaya : 

'Furihnr increases of wages of indus- 
trial employes ; heavier Bhipments of wheat 
abroad, and the rush of tho volumo of- the 
week's bank olearinga above the $1,000,000,- 
000 mark, are evidences of the continuation of 
a better feeling in trade circleB and return- 
ing confidence in many lines of business." 

It Ib not my purpose to enter into any 
lengthy discussion as to tho position of Can- 
ada under tho present policy of protection. 
This will be done in good timo and I trust 
Mr. Wilson will appear at tho proper time 
upon tho public platform and discuss tho 
question and not arek to dispose of a mo- 
mentous matter such as the trado policy of 
the country by citing isolated figures that 
point a moral for Freo Trade. I havo no 
doubt Mr. Wilson is sincere in his viowg, 
but I trust he is opm to conviction, and I 
predict that tho time will come — and that 
beforo the goneral elootion — whon ho will 
see the wisdom of the policy that now ob- 
tains in Canada. 

Let me instance one thing. Tho farmera 
of Argentina can produco wheat at twenty- 
aeven centa a bushel ; introduoo it froe and 
whore will our farmers be f Further, ceaBO 
to proticj tho manufactures of tho country, 
and although broad will be cheap, where 
will tho factories bo ?— Abroad. Wo will 
then havo our lifo'a blood sucked by tho 
Croat trusts and combines of the Unitod 
States. We contribute vast suma to tho 
federal exohequer and got nothing back, 
Mr. Wilson says. Can Mr. Wilson believe 
this? If he does, ho is unmindful of tho 
great cost of administration of federal 
affairs in tho provinco and the public works 
and subsidies to public umlerfakings.

TO-MORROW'S ELECTIONS. 

Much Interest is taken in the by-eleotlonu 
that aro to como off to-morrow. Thoy ex- 
tend over nearly the whole of tho Eastern 
part of the Dominion. Thore ia to be ono in 
Ontario, two in Quebec, and ono in Nova 
Sootb. Tho candidates, with a single ex- 
ception, are unobjectionable. It appears, 
from whab we have road, than tho personal 
element will nob havo a very largo influence 
in any of the contests. In Haldimand Hon. 
Dr. Montague, Seoretary of State, has to 
meet Mr, Jiffory McCarthy, who came out 
in the interest of his namesake, Mr. Dalton 
McCarthy. Tho issue in Haldimand is, 
without donbt, the Manitoba sohool ques- 
tion. Dr. Montague upholds ' tho course 
puraued by tho Government on that subject 
from first to last. He treats the question as 
a purely constitutional one. He docs not 
consider it is an issuo as botwoen Uatbolio 
sad Protestant. What the people havo to 
decide is, havo the Government aoted 
in the matter as tho constitu- 
tion of Manitoba requires, and as 
they would expect thorn to aot if tho minor- 
ity was a Protestant one contending for its 
rights in a Provinoe in whloh tha majority 
were Catholics? It i3 said that his prospects 
are good, There are some well acquainted 
with the constituency who predict that Dr. 
Montaguo will be returned by a majority of 
at lern-st five hundred. 

In Varcheres the Government candidate 
is Mr. Bisaillon and the nominee of the Op- 
position ia Mr. Gooffrion, brother of tho late 
member, who is a very popular as well as an 
uncommonly able man. The Manitoba 
aohool question is ulao a live issuo in this 
province. The stand taken by Mr. Gaoffrion 
is poculiar. He does not disapprove of what 
the Government havo done in relation to 
thiB question, but his approval is expressed 
in auoh a fashion as to leave him untrammel- 
led if he should happen to bo elected. 
His election, tho Montreal Gazotto says, 
would be a practical rebuff to Sir 
Mackonzio Bowell. Thore seems to bo a 
groab deal of uncertainty about the retult of 
this election in Verchereu. Tho constitu- 
ency has for a long time been represenUd by 
a Liboral, although at times his majority was 
not largo. In 18S6 it was 134, and in 1882 it 
was only 19. As wo havo already indicated 
tho Liberals havo baen very fortunate in tho 
selection of a candidato, but tho Consorva- 
tivo nominee ia sIbo a good man. Ono 
pleasant ieaturo about tho election is that 
tho candidates treat each other handsomoly 
and that there is no fear that during tho 
campaign ill feolicg will bo ongondorod in 
tho constituency. 

In Quebec West tho candidates both pro- 
fosa to bo independent Conservatives. Ono 
of thorn is Mr. Thomas McGreevy and tho 
othor Mr. R. R. Doboll. This election is 
loss interesting than tho others because tho 
government gets a supporter no matter 
whioh candidate is rcturnod. 

Tho contest in Antigonish is botweon a 
Conservative, Mr. Chleholm, and a Liberal, 
Mr. Molsaac. Tho Nova Seotiaua, as well 
as tho inhabitants of tho other provinces, 
tako a lively interoet in tho Manitoba school 
question. Thoro havo boon some pretty 
lively meetings in tho county, in which both 
parties wore represented. Suoh joint meet- 
ings aro Gften noiBy and disorderly, but it 
appears that all tho opoakors on both aides 
received a fair hoarlng at tho gathering!) in 
Antigonish. Sir Charloa Hlbberb Tuppor 
was tho Government's advooato at some of 
them, and Mr. Fraser, of Guyaboro, was the 
champion of tho Opposition. Tho courso 
which tho Government has pursued on tho 
Manitoba school question is evidently 
genorally approved by tho oleotora In Auti- 
goniah. The opposition on that Bubjaob was 
very weak Indoed. Thoro was of courso a 
difference of opinion on tho trade question, 
bub aa that subjoot has boon worn thread- 
bare its discussion did not oxoito a very 
livoly interost among the men of Anticjonieh. 
Wo think that, all things considered, it is 
quite safo to prodiot that tho successor of 



the lata Premier in the House of Commons 
will be a Conservative. 



MEAN TACTICS. 



Messrs. Eirle and Prior uttered no extra- 
ordinary sentiments at tho recent meeting 
of tho Board of Trade. On tho oontrary 
thoy took the commonsonso ground that it 
would bo extremely foolish in them to agi- 
tate in Parliament for aid to tho British 
Pacific Railroad before the projectors of that 
road considered it advisable that such an 
application should bo made. Thoso most 
deoply interested in tho ontorpriso have in- 
timated that tho projoob is nob yet advanc- 
ed to tho stage iu which it would be 
judicious for tho representatives of Victoria 
District to ask Parliament to help it. It 
wos only tho othor day that Mr. Rithet 
said in the presence of both Mr. Earle and 
Mr. Prior that he was quite satisfied that 
whou the time oamo to ask Parliament for 
aid, tho ontorpriso would be favorably con- 
sidered by the prosont Government. Tho 
fact that Mr. Rithot and others who havo 
tho auoooss of the British Pacific at heart, 
and who are doing their utmost to promote 
it, are staunch BupportorB of tho present 
Government, is proof posltivo that they do 
not distrust that Government. 

If tho Liboral party and its nominees in 
this oity think that thoy can gain votea by 
placing on tho language uttored by Messrs, 
Eirle and Prior at the Board of Trade meet- 
ing a construction that it will not bear, 
thoy aro greatly mistaken. Tho electors' 
admire and appreciate fair play, and thoy 
can see through the campaign trioks of tho 
Grits— as tho orlitor of the Times will bob 
when tho genoral election takes place. 

Bosidos, tho people of Viotoria know vory 
well that in the matter of aid to the British 
Pacific, or any other British Columbia tail- 
way, they havo very little to hope from the 
liberality of tho Liberals. Thoy romombor 
too well how they were treated by that party 
when they were in power ever to plaoo any 
reliance upon their love of fair play or tholr 
senso of justice. Sinco thon tho Liberal 
loaderB have been opposed to any conces- 
sion to the claims of this Provinco — ono of 
tho shreds and skirta — according to Sir 
Richard Carbwright— of the Dominion. 



AN INTERESTING LETTER. 

Ib aoemB impossible to convince our good 
friendB the Grits that thero are hard times 
in Groat Britain to-day, although it has en 
joyed the blesainga of free trade for nearly 
fifty years. Thoy pooh-pooh tho informa- 
tion contained In the nowspapers, and thoy 
are ready oither to contradict or explain 
away tho complaints that aro made by Old 
Country men and women in their lottora to 
their friendB on this side of the Atlantic, 
When wo soo their flat denials and their In 
genious explanations we are very foroibly 
reminded of the old proverb, " None are ao 
blind as those who will not see." 

Bub ae everyone ib nob wilfully blind and 
stubbornly sceptical the following extraot 
from a letter to a gentleman in this city may 
oonvinoe some whohavegiven a favorableoar 
b!> the fine atoriea that havo been told about 
the wonderful effaots of froo trade as it is in 
England, that thoro aro thousands in Groat 
Britain who, in spite of tho advantages 
which froe trade is said to bring in Its train, 
are suffering from the constquenoea of ex 
tremo trade depression. The writer is a 
farmer. He aaya : 

" TimeB home hero just now are very 
dull indeed in every branch of business. 
Hundreds of men are out of employment, 
whioh is a vory unusual thing for our part 
of the country, and it Is thought that unleai 
tin should go up in price very shortly thoro 
will be scarcely a tin mine working in tho 
county. Thoro ia not a mino in the county 
that is p»ylng, nob oven Dolooath, so you 
cm just fanoy whab ib is like at homo hero 
And farming io just aa bad. Ib is impoa 
siblo for ua to compete with tho for 
oigner, everything ia ao cheap. Wo havo 
a very cheap loaf bub no money to buy lb. 
So much for froe trade. If tho foreigners 
can continue to Bupply us at the present 
prices tho quicker wo do shut shop the 
better." 

This letter beara upon its faco tho impress 
of truth and sincerity. It agreeB, too, with 
the information that cornea to ua from a 
hundred sources. Rich as Oroat Britain 
undoubtedly la and great na her commorco 
is known to bp, it cannot bo doniod that 
thero aro within hor borders many hundreds 
of thousands of unemployed men and wo- 
men, and very great suffering from tho want 
of tho commonest necessaries of life, To all 
this tho free tradora, in effect, Bay thore ia no 
romody. Thoso who sudor must contlnuo 
to Buffer, thoro io no holp for thorn. Groat 
Britain has tho best economic syatom that 
tho wit of man haa doviaed or can devise. 
Tho ovils that it haB not ourod must bo 
incurable. 

INCORRIGIBLE. 

It sooma impossible for tho Timea of this 
city to abandon tho potty and tho mean 
ways of villago journalism. It evldontly 
beliovos that poraonal detraction and eonae 
leas impertinonco aro tho principal olemonta 
of political discussion. ■ Its editorial para 
grapha on our notice of tho roturn of Chief 
Justice Davie irom Ottawa aro examples of 
tho village goBsip atylo of journalism. That 
notico was, from a political standpoint, per 
feotly oolorloss. Ib was simply a short nowe 
" local," whioh contained Information with 
respoet to tho business dono by tho Iato IV 
mler whllo in Ottawa, whioh ia of interest to a 
vory largo proportion of tho public. Thore 
was nothing in tho paragraph that could pos 
sibly bo considered a " puff." Yob tho 
Times oould nob allow tho harmless item of 
nows to pass without commenting upon it 
oditorially. Thoro was uoithor sense nor 
humor in tho editorial remarks. Thoy 
wero simply impertinent and ohooky. Thoy 
did nob advance tho cause of Liberalism to 
tho vory smallost extont, but they did show 
that tho organ of tho Llborala Ib wanting in 



both good senso and good mannera. Tho 
peraon who In reapeobable society would be 
ao lost to all aonse of what la proper and 
becoming as to mako auoh remarks on auoh 
an ocoaalon, would be immediately aet down 
aa a cad, of tho vulgareab and moat disagree- 
able kind. Wo, for our part, cannot soo that 
thoro ia any nooeaaity for a nowspaper dia- 
regarding tho amenities of decent aocioty. 
The exigencies of party do not require it to 
bo continually exhibiting ill breeding and 
ill-temper in their ugliest forma. 

DEBT COMPARATIVE. 

Tho News-Advertiaor and tho Statistic 
News-Advertiser, Vancouver, have boen 
endeavoring to do whab thoy can to placo 
tho financial position of this Provinco in aa 
bad a light aa possible in order to Injure tho 
prospeots of floating tho loan which tho 
Hon. tho Finanoo Ministor haa now in hand, 
Thoro can bo no othor objoct at the present 
time In harping upon a eubjoob that has 
boon no thoroughly throshod oub. Thia ia 
strange oonduob on tho part of tho oditor of 
tho Nowa-Advortiaer, who ia ao ablo an 
apologisb for had timea In business in other 
Instances. When tho C. P. R. Co. failed 
to pay a divldond on its ordinary atock, 
and when ib was announced that the re- 
servo fund had boon tronohed upon bo seri- 
ously as to occasion so sovoro u robuko as 
that adminiatored by Mr. MacMaater, 
tho New8-Advortiser was tho fin-.t to tako 
up tho oudgola for Sir William Van Homo, 
and argued with him and for him that thero 
wub an unexpeotod falling off of revonuo, and 
that tho financial maelstrom could not 
havo been foreseen or avoided. Conao- 
quontly ho holds, and with roaaon too, 
thut the dirootors of tho C. P. R. Co. woro 
nob to blamo, and, comparatively speaking, 
it was in a much hotter poeition than any 
of the other traaacontlnontal railways, 
Those and othor things in behalf of Sir W. 
C. Van Horno tho Nows-Advertlaer sots 
forth with much perspicuity and force. 
Whon ib comes to thn Provinoo of British 
Columbia, tho finances of whioh woro affect- 
ed In a similar manner to thoso of the C. P. 
R Co., by the hard times, instead of arguing 
after thofaahion of Mr. Van Horno it takes 
up the role of Mr. MacMaater and has noth 
ing but " bluo ruin " to pieturo. 

The Statistic News-Advertiser, in order 
to arrive at a conclusion ua unfavorable aa 
possible to tho Province, makes an ostimato 
of ail liabilities, privato and publto, at $22, 
000,000. How ib arrives at auoh a aum it 
docB not atato. Any auch eatimate muBt be 
moro guesswork, but even suppoaing it 
to be approximately correct ib would only 
havo been fair and oonBiatent — If 
we can imagine tho writer to be fair in Pro 
vincial politics — to have given us an esti 
mato of the assets, privato and public, of 
the Provinco. As a matter of fact, at tho 
present timo tho public dobt is much less 
por head than that of tho principal colonios 
of Great Britain, and of many of the 
principal nations of tho world, including 
that of Great 'Britain horself. 

Bub debt after all ia only to bo reckoned 
comparatively. A man who oweo only $100, 
but haB no assets, is many times worse off 
than the man who owos $100 and has $200 
worth of property with which to pay his 
debts. So wo can only arrive at the rola 
tivo position of countries by— not comparing 
thoir respective per capita debts alono, but 
by taking into consideration their respective 
resources. Ic is the ability to pay a debt, 
nob the amount of bis debt itaelf, by which 
a man's or o country'a financial poeition ia 
ascertained. 

Tho editor of tho News-Advertiser boing 
statistically inclined Bhould devote a little 
of his timo to making up the oredlt aide of 
tho Provincial account. Ho will find that 
while our per capita dobt ia leas than that 
of Canada, of any of the seven colonioB of 
AuBtralia, of Groat Britain, of France, of 
Belgium, of the Cape of Good Hope, of tho 
Argentine, and ao on, Ua wealth per head 
exceeding, we aro aafo in saying, that 
of any othor country in tho world Hero is 
a proposition upon whioh tho economiat of 
the Nows-Advertiaor might fairly exereiso 
his peculiar abilities, and if ho fails in ar 
riving at an estimate favorable to our con 
tentjon we shall accept Ib as a ploasurablo 
task indeed to assiBt him. In tho meantime 
wo await with interost tho result of hla 
operations in a problem that Bhculd present 
no diflicultiea to one of his atatistical apt 
ne8B.

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SOME UNKNOWN INSTINCT. 



It Guides Blind mid Deaf Helen Adams 
Keller. 

Holou Adams Kollor, though sho has 
been totally blind and doaf from infan- 
cy, meets life ill a stinny spirit and 
koeps hcrsolf in touch with all that is 
going ou in tho world, even nioro so 
than many bright girls of ber ago who 
aro blessed with all thoir senses. Sho 
was born Juno ~3, 1880, at Tusouni- 
bia, Ala., and was as bright as any baby 
until after sho recovered from brain t'o- 
vor threo years later. This deprived her 
of sight and hearing, but did not affoct 
her brain, which is niarvelously activo 
and aouto. Her case- is of extreme inter- 
est to psychologists, exemplifying as sho 
doos tho wiso provision of naturo, who 
has compensated her for hor lost sonses 
with intensified ruoutal and perceptive 
faonlties. 

It was in 1887 that Misa Annio M. 
Sullivan, who had partly rocovorod hor 
own sight, became Helen's teacher, and 
it is due to her painstaking caro that sho 
has advancod so rapidly. At that timo 
sho did not know that spoooh existed. 
Aftor being two years with Miss Sulli- 
van, under whoso tuition sho made rap- 
id strides, sho entered tho Porkins in- 
stitution of Boston, where Laura Bridg- 
ruan was taught, and soon bocamo tho 
star pupil. 

At first sho acquired tho doaf mute 
alphabot and lbarned to understand by 
fooling of tho fingers of hor instructor 
as sho formed letters. Next sho learned 
to road printed words, mastering tho 
raisod alphabot, capitals and small lot- 
tors, in ono day. When sho was ablo to 
writo by moving hor ponoil along 
grooved lines, hor delight knew no 
bounds. Holon finally learned to articu- 
late and now can speak as freely and 
fully as any one. She has a deop, rich 
voice, resembling that of Miss Ada 
Rohan. When sho wishes to convorso at 
length with a friend, sho places ono 
flngor across tho lips of tho speaker and 
anothor on tho throat at the larnyx. In 
this way sho understands perfectly. 

Some unknown instinct tolls her ev- 
erything. Though perfectly deaf, sho 
can roadily distinguish tho footsteps of

hor father, mother, brother and sistor, 
hor dog and tho family horse. So acuto 
is hor sense of smell that she can cor- 
rectly pick out any varioty of tho hun- 
dred roses in hor father's garden and 
givo it its technical namo. At ono timo 
in her southern homo there was a litter 
of fivo puppies. Sho named them all, 
and whenever she took ono up sho 
called oach by tho given namo, though 
tho pupa looked oxactly aliko. 

A romarkablo test was given boforo a 
committeo of doctors who had mot to 
oxamino hor caso. Each gentleman 
handed hor a glovo, as did Miss Sulli- 
van. Sho took thorn all in hor hands, 
handled thorn quickly and nervously, 
srnollod them, handed hor teacher's back 
and thon proceodod moro deliberately 
with tho others. Sho felt of tho hand of 
ono, of tho watch chain of tho other and 
handed back each gentleman his own 
property. 

Sho is passionately fond of dross and 
is vory particular as to hor personal ap- 
poarance. Sho appears to bo as sensi- 
tive as a magnet to currents or vibra- 
tions of air. Music is ono of hor do- 
lights, tho notes vibrating through her 
body in somo mysterious way, so that 
she literally fools tho music. Schumann 
is hor favorito coinposor. 

Helon is never morose nor sullen, but 
is always smiling and happy. Sho is 
very warm li carted and affectionate, and 
no ono who sees her is inclined to pity 
hor, for sho is extremely lively and full 
of oxuberaut spirits. Sho makes friends 
everywhere and has received presents 
from tho crowned heads of Europe, tho 
queen of , Greeco being particularly in- 
terested in hor caso.

Fancy Figures Aro Coming; Into Favor 
Again. 

Tho cotillon or tho gormau is abso- 
lutely nocessary to tho success of a 
dance, and now figures are hailed with 
dolight. Probably tho secret of its suc- 
cess is its possibility of endless varioty. 
Each soason sees tho introduction of now 
figures, and this wiutor thoro have bcon 
introduced a number of novelties, ono 
of tho prottiest of which, according to 
tho New York Commercial Advortisor.is 
tho foucing iigure. In this two men aro 
Bupposod to fight for tho privilogo of 
dancing with a certain girl. Foils aro 
givon thorn, tipped on the ends with 
powder puffs liborally dustod with pow- 
dor. Tho ono who makes tho first whito 
mark ovor a vital spot is tho victor and 
dancos with tho cause of tho duel. 

Another novolty is dancing through 
paper doors. For this figuro framos oov- 
orcd with tissuo paper aro sot up, and 
tho couples dance through thorn. The 
scarf figuro is pretty and is danced by 
almost a dozen couples, who wear light 
colored silken scarfs. 

Flowor figuros aro particularly protty. 
Long stemmed rosos aro tied with rib- 
bons. A certain number of blossoms aro 
given to oach man, who kneels and offers 
thorn to a lady. If sho rofuses, sho 
waves him away; if sho accepts, sho do- 
taohes a small boutonnioro from tho 
others and pins it upon tho coat of tho 
favored one. 

Many of tho Japanese novelties aro 
used for favors. Papor caps, aprons, 
flowers, etc., aropresentod and must bo 
worn through tho figuro. Tho littlo rib- 
bon wound hoops used for rattlos make 
attractive favors; also the boll trimmed 
tambourines. 

Tho success of a gorman depends 
upon tho loader, as ho must start all tho 
figures, and tho man who is most roady 
with novel features is in tho groatost 
demand as a cotillon loador. 

Tho "two stop" is tho favorito danco 
just now and can bo danced to almost 
any musio and bo as slow or as fast as 
ono chooses to mako it. 

Ono of tho newest daucos this soason 
is tho "Brunswick caprice. " It somo- 
what resembles tho Oxford minuet and 
is composod of several different stops, 
inoluding tho polka, varsouvionno and 
the mazourka, and is romarkablo for tho 
varioty of its stops and poses.

rHY? is a question asked, 
iu infinite- variations, of 
women and about them. 
And the woman's an- 
swer, as likely as not, is 
the proverbial woman's 
•reason — "Ob, beoanso. " 
It is for this men call us illogical, in- 
consistent, inscrutable, and sometimes 
wo admit, with iugouuous frankness, 
that wo can't quito understand our- 
selves. 

Porbaps not, and yet I boliuvo that 
about this mystery, lileo most other mys- 
teries, there is a great deal of fiction 
and nonsonso. Take every woman in 
hor humor, and she is not such a com- 
plex being, after all. Woman's caprico 
is man's opportunity — that is, when ho 
has tho wit to soizo it, which is by no 
means tho rnlo — and as to hor being a 
puzzle, or a boro, to horsolf, such a 
thing oven if true would bo quito un- 
necessary if sho would but keep a ju- 
dicious oyo upon her own moods and 
tonsos. 

Now lot no gentlo reader treniblo 
lest I give away the secrets of tho soul's 
prison house and betray our sex's nat- 
ural defenses into tho hands of tho en- 
emy — or, in other words, to some mason- 
line reader who may have tho intrepid 
curiosity to explore this pago. No, iu- 
doed, not for tho world. All I dosiroto 
do is to glanco at tho sources of thoso 
whims, humors and ficklo fancies 
which no doubt are often determining 
factors in a woman's lifo. And having 
accounted for theso, as well as may be, 
I should like, if possible, to analyzo 
them sufficiently to distinguish honest 
impulse from caprico, and to separate 
earnestness from ennui. 

It is all very well to say that naturo 
has made woman a giourotto and that 
changing her mind is her inalienable 
prerogative. Fallacy! Tho truth is that 
— to reverse the old saw — tho woman of 
vapors is not born, but made. Tho proc- 
ess begins, like tho Chinese custom of 
compressing the feet, in early child- 
hood. From first to last sho is removed 
by conventionality farther and farther 
from tho healthy conditions of naturo, 
in tho matter of sleeping, for example, 
which, when you como to think of it, 
constitutes about one-third of our entire 
existence. Tho boys usually sleep alouo, 
and perhaps have each a separate room; 
while, partly to provide for this comfort 
of thoir brothers, and partly from mere 
.custom, tho girls aro packed away two 
or threo together, or, worse still, put to 
bod with their elders. Then, as they 
grow up, thoir tender little bodies aro 
so handicapped and weighted down by 
all tho formidable paraphernalia of tho 
modern fominino wardrobe — tho tight 
high heeled shoes, tho heavy draggling 
skirts, tho taut elastics, the innumera- 
ble pins, and heaven only knows what 
other dovices of wire, bono, buckram 
and stoel — that not a mnsole oan enjoy 
its free, floxiblo movomont, while tho 
nerves aro "sot on odgo, " and ovory 
movement is painfully distorted. Of 
course a cramped body breeds warped 
ideas and a narrow mind. Then, tho 
physical freedom, exerciso, amusements 
and recuperative hygiene under which 
men develop and thrive aro for tho 
most part denied to women, if only by 
reason of costume and conventionality. 
Even tho outdoor sports which a broad- 
ening civilization at last consents to re- 
gard as not unbecoming ladies they can 
seldom enjoy independently and by 
themselves. The Turkish and Russian 
baths are mostly for tho luxurious few 
who can afford them as homo acces- 
sories. Such solace as tobacco may af- 
ford is forbidden them, although ovory 
argument in its favor for men would ap- 
ply with tenfold foroo to tho mercurial 
and high strung temperament of wom- 
ankind. 

Uudor these conditions, is it any won- 
der if a woman is "uncertain, coy and 
hard toploaso;" that sho should somo- 
timcs say no when sho moans yos, or 
that sho should reconsider a thing two 
or throo times with baffling suddenness 
and with diametrically opposite conclu- 
sions? Tho fact is, sho is chained to tho 
traditional rock of physical discomfort 
and moral oppression and welcomes 
with desperate eagerness tho first knight 
errant who shows a disposition to sot 
hor froo. When such an opportunity 
does como along, and sho has tho cour- 
ago or recklessness to accept it, regard- 
less of worldly considerations, sho is 
pointed out as an oxtromo caso of tho 
whimsical folly known to bo character- 
istic of her sex. 

Most Europeans who visit this coun- 
try, as Messrs. Max O'Roll and Paul 
Bourgot have done recently, with tho 
gracious pnrposo of tolling us all about 
oursolves, declare that hero is tho earthly 
paradise of womankind. Chorchoz la 
fern me with us, thoy say, and you find 
hor upon a podestal, fetod and carossed, 
tho object of something like a chivalrio 
devotion. 

Thoy might have added that too of- 
tuu sho is spoiled. Really, to bo killed 
with kindness is not an onviablo destiny. 
We have just been considering tho caso 



of thoso who aro crochety moroly from 
physical exasperation and tho potty ma- 
terial annoyances of lifo. Thoro is an- 
other class, perhaps largor still, whoso 
morbid moods ariso from conditions ox- 
actly tho reverse — that is to say — from 
an excess of offoto comfort, if not of 
idlo luxury, and a woeful lack of both 
physical and montal occupation. Thoso 
aro tho oasy proy of tho demon Ennui. 

Tho philosopher (pessimistic) hath 
said want and ennui aro tho two polos 
of human lifo. Tho further wo aro re- 
moved from tho ono, tho noarer wo ap- 
proach tho othor. A woman with every 
material want provided for, with noth- 
ing to "worry" about and everything 
to onjoy, and whoso future is ono long 
unbrokon perspective of flowory easo, is 
indeed to bo pitiod. Having no real 
omotions to oxaggorato, sho falls back 
upon imaginary onos, and thoso, when 
onco allowed to gain control, aro the 
most tyrannical of ovil gonii. They 
drive a woman, through the very de- 
fects of her qualities of heart and im- 
pulse, to tho most oxtromo inconsisten- 
cies. Thoy induce fits of morbid per- 
sonal vanity, iu which il faut souffrir 
pour otro bollo and then suffer moro 
becauso beauty is not attained — or, be- 
ing attained, is ineffective. Thoy make 
hor a ridiculous malado imaginaire. 
Thoy awaken' a supersensitive conscienco 
or porhaps violent religious forvor, 
which expresses itself in all sorts of 
misdirected charities and superfluous 
zoal. Again, thoso sham emotions find 
expression in a series of capricious yot 
domonstativo friendships with indi- 
viduals of hor own sox — friendships as 
short lived and tempestuous as thoy aro 
capricious. Thoso, and a hundrod simi- 
lar humors, aro bred of ennui, puro and 
simple And heroin, if I may vonturo to 
suggest it without indiscretion, lios the 
clow to tho restlessness and impatience 
which aro summed up at tho prosont 
day uudor the gonoral head of "tho now 
womanhood. " 

But, caprico and ennui aside, it is in 
lovo that tho innate and incorrigible 
humors, tho legendary inconsistency 
and caprico of womankind most strik- 
ingly assert themselves. "Sho is a wom- 
an, thoroforo to bo wooed," and accord- 
ing to tho more accidents of tho wooing, 
or beoanso tho sky is so bluo on a cor- 
taiu day, sho takos long chances with 
fate Many a modoru marriage, not 
particularly unhappy in itself, is dis- 
solved as it was contracted — with in- 
souciant good will, or at worst indiffer- 
ouco, on both sides. Other marriages, ill 
dovised and thoroughly wretched, aro 
stuck to through thick and thin merely 
from bravado or false pride. What a 
confessional it would bo if mon and 
women wore to toll with frank unro- 
sorvo thoir preciso reasons for marry- 
ing! Many, of courso, have an eye to 
matorial wolfaro and advancement. 
Somo mon marry from a sonso of duty, 
and not a fow women from moro curios- 
ity. 

Tennyson's "Lord of Burleigh" — tho 
story of a rich nobleman who, in tho 
disguise of a landscape painter, courted 
and won a simple village maiden, who 
was ennuyeo to death when sho found 
out tho deception — is based upon abso- 
luto fact. Tho belle of a dozen soasons, 
rich, beautiful, sought after, refuses tho 
olito of marriageable parties in two 
hemispheres, and then at a day's notico 
wods an impoverished Bohemian, sim- 
ply beoauso sho is touched at obsorving, 
during tho dance, that tho olbows of 
his coat sloovo are frayed and shiny 
from assiduous (and presumably ill re- 
quitted) desk work! Why do thoy do it? 
Why docs tho wind change? 

Such moods in woman havoever been 
and doubtless must always bo rogardod 
as tho outcropping of deep and divino 
instincts. At any rate, thoro they are, 
and what better course than to study 
and chart them, oven as tho multitndi- 
nous Boas? In this connection, evident- 
ly, tho proper study of mankind is wom- 
an. 

Ono of tho most moving historiettes 
of the lato unfortunate Guy do Maupas- 
sant was entitled, if I remombor right- 
ly, "Remorse." It relatod tlio despair- 
ing lovo of a man who worshiped from 
afar a splendid creature of tho gay 
world in which both laughed and sighed 
away their youth. It was only after 
many years, when both had grown old, 
saddened and sedato, that ho ventures 
to duolaro tho passion of his prime 
"Would you, "ho asks fervently in a 
momentary fanning of tho old flame — 
"would you on a certain night which 
wo both remember well have listened to 
tho declaration which I make you now, 
and what would have been your an- 
Bwor?" Sho replies, simply, "My an- 
swer would have boon, Yes, with all my* 
hoart. " Ah, and it is now too lato! 

A woman's humors, then, aro some- 
what like tho sphinx's riddle. But hero 
lot tho similo stop short. For not only 
is the woman herself tho riddle, easy 
enough for him who has tho hoart to try, 
but sho is also tho prize to bo won in 
tho successful solution.

Mainlanders Lose to the Island Men 
In tho Final Rugby 
Match. 



A gentleman just roturnod from a trip 
over the lino\)f the E. and N. saya he was 
favourably impressed with the appoaranco 
of tho farming country, bo far aa could be 
aecn from tho oar window. Ho often 
travelled this route in previous yoara and 
was struck with the improvements that are 
going on. Instead of the rough irregular 
patcheB of indifforontly oloared land thoro 
aro now to ba bood neat squares, well 
ploughed or seeded and enclosed with now 
and neat fencoB. Ho aaya ho would not call 
it a farming country, as t; is known in tho 
East, but what has been done botokens what 
is possible and wlwt is evidently intended to 
be done. Ono thing, hawever, ia noticeable 
and that is the lack of drainago — some- 
thing surprising as in most oases there 
aeom to be amplu natural faoilities for it. 

Going through the Cowichan district 
tbero ia a great deal of good land capable of 
being easily brought into cultivation. Tho 
drawback hero ia that as it lies low it is 
llablo to oveiilow from the Koksilah and 
Cowichan Btroams when blocked by timber. 
If (ffective steps were taken to keep tho 
channels cloar, and generally good drainage 
adopted, the productive powers of this dis 
trice would be greatly Increased. It is diffi- 
cult to determino what crops are best suited 
for lands along tho Hue of the E & N. to 
make them remunerative, as cereals in thii 
country, except on a more extensive eealo 
than is here possible, do not pay. Hops on 
well drained land should yield well, and 
beans, for which a good market exists, 
should bo tried. 

In a mining and lumboring country like 
British Columbia there Is a demand for all 
that could bs grown. Bean straw is an ex- 
cellent feed for she6p in winter, and thns it 
could bo economically adapted to an already 
established Industry. The sew fodder 
plant, whioh is reported to yield enormous 
ly, might bo experimented witb, and ought, 
reasoning by analogy, to be especially 
adapted to tho country all along here. Its 
long, bulbous roots fit it for favorable 
growth, which in turn would react favorably 
on the eoil. A good deal of the land, gen 
orally speaking, for tho best results, will 
have to bo " made "; but onco it is put in 
gocd condition with u fair amount of atten 
tion the climate will do tho rest. 

For a variety cf reasons, unnecessary to 
recount here, agriculture, or more strictly 
speaking, horticulture, requires more special 
attention and every-day care in this country 
thin any other part of Canada. For one 
reason the humidity oi tho atmosphere with 
its accompanying mildness is peculiarly iiV 
orablo to tbe various farms of fungi and the 
prodigality of tho soil iteelf, when properly 
fed, is prono to weeds, etc, so that without 
constant care land easily runs wild. But 
what it ia oapable of is demonstrated by ro 
suits in and around Nanaimo, where the 
"natural obstacles" to success are not less 
than in most parts of tho province 

Tho outlook entirely depends upon the in 
dustry and intelligence of thoao engaged in 
farming, whether on a largo or small scalo 
With the latter it is quite possible that the 
suburban lands of Victoria and Nanaimo, 
and a good deal of the Interurban property, 
will become in a fow years pretty, garden- 
like stretobes that will supply at nearly all 
seasons of tho yoar the produce required by 
the local markota. When tho supply is 
groator and more regular, local commission 
doalers will muko a business of local farm 
products, and thus supply and demand will 
bo reduced to a system ; wheroas in the past 
commission dealers havo depended on out 
side Bourcos for regular supplies to tho ex 
elusion of homo products, even when the 
latter were plentiiul, for the natural busi 
nesa reason that they had to depond on 
" regular " supplies for their trado. 

It may be ucceptod, however, as iuovit 
able, that nothing short of farming on ilu 
principles referred to, in which real eBtatu 
speculation aa an element is entirely elimin 
atod, will over produco anything more satis- 
factory than we havo at prosent. 

Ono objectionable foaturo at present, our 
informant points out, ia tho system of ped- 
dling mainly carried on by tho Chineso, 
against whioh no white man can compoto on 
equal termB. Besides, tho system oarriod 
on is to bo deprocatod, whether by Chinese 
or whites. Thu romody for this is u stiff 
liconso to bo imposed for poddling. This 
would compel thoao with produco to sell to 
go to regular doalers or display their stuff 
for Balo in tho market, which Bhould bo free 
to all. 

It may bo said that tho Chineso aro a 
grout convenience to housekeepers, as thoy 
go from house to house, unci that it is a 
benefit on tho score of economy ; but these 
aro not to bo compared with tho general 
benefit to bo derived from tho development 
of a logitimato industry oarried on by white 
peoplo. Besides, tho opportunities for ob 
taining cheap supplies aro much groator, or 
at loust t qually as good, whoro all is brought 
into competition in an open market. 

As the city oonnoil haB definitely dooidtd 
not to shoulder the $000 d< fi jit ineurrul in 
tho reception to tho Governor Gcnoral on 
tho occasion of his visit last yoar, Mr. 
Henry Cloy, who auppliod the supper t.t the 
ball in tho drill hall, intends suing the 
mcmhers of tho citizens' ball committee for 
tho§:if)0duo him. He has placed tho mat- 
ter in the hands of Messrs. Drake, Jackson 
& Helmckon, and tho writs will probably be, 
issued in a day or two. Tho committee bold 
that thoy having been authorized by a 
mooting of citizens to go ahead with tho 
bill, the citizens and nob tho members of 
tho committee are responsible ; and the 
city council as representatives of tho citi- 
zens should make up tho deficit. The city 
council do not boo tho matter in this light, 
and Bay that thoy havo no funds at theft 
disposal to pay for a deficit inourrod by tho 
committee.
